The H-Bomb Discussion 

Gov. Stevenson has sticceeded in opening & 
discussion of his proposal that the United States 
take the lead in promoting curtailment of hydro- 
gen bomb tests, We are not now decided wheth- 
er a curtailment is possible or feasible, but w? 
welcome the discussion. 

President Eisenhower's first reaction appeared 


proposal as “theatrical” and 
“foolish.” But now he has issued a detailed reply 
in which he states why, in his opinion, no initia- 
tive can be taken along the line Gov. Stevenson 

The reply is not entirely convincing. Like 
Vice President Nixon in his comments on the 
same subject, the President comes down in the 
end to saying that this country dares not agree 
to a curtailment of H-bomb tests because the 
Russians might secretly go ahead with their 
own weapons experimentation. By thé time the 
Russians got ready to break the agreement and 
resume test explosions, our technical lead 
might have been reduced or wiped out. 

We say this is not too convincing because the 
Western powers would be in exactly the same 
position as the Russians. ‘They, too, could go 
ahead with laboratory experimentation, and pre- 
sumably would, But they would stop short of 
the large-scale bomb testing which has alarmed 
so much of the world, Technical development of 
hydrogen weapons would thus remain frozen at 
the point where further nuclear tests were 
needed to advance it. lf the Russians broke the 
agreement and resumed such tests, the West 
could do the same, and so far as anyone has 
demonstrated probably would be at no more dis- 
advantage than it was when tests were broken 
off. 

President Eisenhower says the most recent 
tests have been necessary to learn how to de- 
fend cities from air attack, and how to make 
weapons with a minimum of fall-out. But he does 
not answer the question which has been in so 
many minds: if, as is generally assumed, we al- 
ready possess enough nuclear weapons to wreak 
total devastation on any enemy against whom 
they can be delivered, why can we not risk tak- 
ing the initiative to call off the race—an initia- 
tive which could not itself solve the disarma- 
ment problem, but might be one step toward 
making a solution possible? 

No doubt there are aspects of this whole 
subject which cannot be debated in public be- 
cause of security considerations. But the broad 
question of policy is properly one for public dis- 
cussion, and one which deeply concerns many 
people. If the article reprinted in our Mirror of 
Public Opinion today is right, the Administra- 
tion itself has had under consideration this year 
the very proposal which Gov. Stevenson ad- 
vances., So perhaps it is not as unwise a sug- 
gestion as the Republican campaign orators and 
Mr. Eisenhower now represent. 

In his new statement the President says that 
as part of a general disarmament program our 
Government is ready “to restrict and control 
both the testing and the use of nuclear weapons 
under specific and supervised international dis- 
armament agreement.” 
welcome, and we wish that the Government 
would continue to press for the general dis- 
armament program more diligentiy. 

Meanwhile the question of whether that pro- 
gram could bé advanced by seeking interim 
action to curtail nuclear testing is appropriate 
for discussion. 
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Bring Out All the Facts 

The people of Illinois can be grateful that the 
chairman of the Senate Banking Committee is 
Senator Fulbright of Arkansas and not Senator 
Capehart of Indiana, the ranking minority mem- 
ber of the committee. 

Senator Capehart wants to stop the public 
hearings on the relations between the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation and the financial 
scandals in Illinois. He says no good will be 
served by going into the Hodge-Epping-Hintz 
lootings at this time. Senator Fulbright, as 
chairman and with the support of other members 
of the committee, is going right ahead—as of 
course he should do. 

The Capehart position is ridiculous. If the 
Indiana Senator is so busily engaged in a cam- 
paign for re-election that he cannot spare any 
time for the Illinois investigation, the latter can 
go on without him. Certainly voters of Illinois 
are entitled to find out as much as they possibly 
can about the $1,300,000 betrayal between now 
and the election, since Hodge’s very recent 
“teammates” are running for second terms, 
Nov. 6.

Alaska Coming Up 

Was Maine an isolated case? Or does it signify 
an important, perhaps controlling trend? 

Political observers of both parties are asking 
themselves these questions with respect to the 
Nov. 6 election. A partial angwer may be pro- 
vided exactly four weeks in advance of the 
presidential balloting. That partial answer could 
come Tuesday from the territorial election in 
Alaska. 

For most of this century Alaska has voted in 
October just about as the country has then 
voted the following November. Thus in October 
1952 Alaska elected a Republican Senate and 
House in the Territorial Legislature at Juneau. 
It also sharply cut down the majority of its 
widely popular Democratic delegate to Congress 
in Washington, Robert Bartlett. A month later 
in 1952,came the election of President Eisen- 
hower and a Republican Congress. 

Two years ago Alaska swung back sharply to 
the Democrats who won control of both branches 
of its Territorial Legislature. Two years ago the 
Democrats won seats and control of Congress 
in Washington. 

To some degree any anti-Republican swing in 
Alaska would reflect djsappointment in the 
handling of the statehood issue by President 
Eisenhower. Alaskans were greatly heartened 
when Dwight D. Eisenhower as president of Co- 
lumbia University said in Denver in 1950 that 
quick admission of Alaska and Hawaii to state- 
hood would show the world that “America prac- 
tices what it preaches” in “conformity with the 
way of life.” 

It was, therefore, “a great shock,” as former 
Gov. Ernest Gruening says in his book “The 
State of Alaska” (Random House) when Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, Feb. 2, 1953, called for admis- 
sion of Hawaii, but omitted mention of Alaska. 
Mr. Gruening goes on to say, in his excellent 
book, that since the President urged that Ha- 
waiian Senators and Congressmen be elected in 
1954, the White House apparently was more in- 
terested in increasing the G.O.P. majority in 
Congress than in justice for residents of Alaska. 

This is background to keep in mind when our 
vast territory to the northwest goes’ to the polls 
in the second bellwether test. 
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That Staged ‘Press Conference’ 

The newspapermen who participated in Vice 
President Nixon’s so-called television “press con- 
ference” last week did no credit to themselves 
or to their calling. ' 

It is not the proper function of a newspaper- 
man at a press conference to feed the inter- 
viewee carefully selected questions which pro- 
vide the theme for a carefully rehearsed little 
campaign speech. Reporters are expected to 
elicit information, not to pitch soft balls for a 
politician to knock out of the park. In the Nixon 
telecast, the newspapermen played no more 
dignified a role than that of interlocutors for 
the great actor’s smash lines. 

Because press conferences are often lively, 
they have become a favorite on TV. But we hope 
they can stay real. The Nixon affair was a pal- 
pable fake. Newspaper editors and writers with 
an urge to support Mr. Nixon’s candidacy would 
do their profession a favor if they found some 
other way than debasing the institution of the 
press conference. 
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Facts About Federal Taxes 

With bipartisan support, a House Ways and 
Means subcommittee under Representative Wil- 
bur Mills of Arkansas will publish a list of the 
loopholes in the federal tax laws which give 
some taxpayers greater benefits than intended. 

Some of these are the result of technical, ty- 
pographical and clerical errors in the 1954 Re- 
publican tax revision bill. But the committee 
also hopes to publish a.list of other provisions 
which are unfairly easy or unfairly burdensome 
on some. taxpayers. 

It is believed this list will contain 14 proposed 
changes secretly sent to Congress by Secretary 
of the Treasury Humphrey. One of his proposals 
is believed to call for the elimination or modifi- 
cation of the provision which permits the avoid- 
ance of estate taxes by putting money into 
insurance. 

Taxation always is a campaign issue, but all 
too often it is discussed only in unspecific terms 
of boast or promise. Tax experts, including Mr. 
Mills who knows this field about as well as any- 
body on Capitol Hill, have long warned that the 
federal tax system is being ‘“‘eroded” by a mass 
of exclusions, deductions and exemptions. Mr. 
Mills dramatized this by pointing out that the 
national income in #955 ran to 303 billion dol- 
lars but that only 125 billions were reported for 
taxation. He feels that if a larger portion of the 
national income were taxed, it would be possi- 
ble to reduce rates in all brackets. . 

Be that as it may, it will be a great help 
toward intelligent discussion of taxation during 
the campaign to have the facts on the table. And 
we trust that the subcommittee’s report will be 
not so much a matter of technicalities as ‘an 
objective, over-all picture of the problem. Noth- 
ing could be of greater value to the voters in 
appraising what the candidates tell them about

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Maplewood Sets the Pace 

Maplewood has earned a distinction by becom- 
ing the first county community to put into effect 
major phases of the proposed master traffic con- 
trol plan for the metropolitan area. It has estab- 
lished a uniform speed limit of 30 miles an hour 
and completed the banning of rush-hour parking 
on main traffic arteries. Mayor Sterling P. 
Davidson is planning to appoint a traffic com- 
mission, as also recommended by the regidnal 
committee sponsoring metropolitan uniformity.

Clayton 
and Richmond Heights have made an encourag- 
ing start so far as curtailing rush-hour parking 
is concerned.

‘International pressure continues to 
build up for either prohibition or limi- 
tation of nuclear weapons tests. 

One by one, nuclear scientists, geneti- 
cists and other competent specialists 
are disputing what is still the majority 
view, at least in the United States and 
Britain-—namely, that “properly con- 
ducted” nuclear tests at their present 
rate of frequency do not constitute a 
hazard to human 
health and safety. 

India, which has 
been in the van- 
guard of prohibi- 
tion efforts for 
more than two 
years, has now pub- 
lished a 184-page 
governmental study 
entitled “Nuclear 
Explosions and 
Their Effects,” the 
conclusion of which 
is that the “magni- 
tude of the harm” 
is not clear but is 
more likely to be 
underrated than overrated, and that 
mankind should not wait until it is 
“certain” there is a danger before pro- 
tecting itself. 

The humanitarian argument is not 
the only basis for the prohibition de- 
mand, There is also what might be 
called a strategic argument—namely, 
that an enforced ban on A-bomb and 
H-bomb testing would help to dissuade 
“fourth” countries—countries other 
than the United States, the U.S.S.R. and 
Britain—from building such weapons. 


Effect of a Test Ban 


An untested bomb is a hazardous wea- 
pon to use against an enemy capable 
of nuclear retaliation; if it did not go 
off, and destroy the enemy's capacity 
for counterattack, the consequences 
would be catastrophic for the aggressor. 
Many countries, knowing they could 
not legally make certain their bombs 
were useable, might hesitate to under- 
take the huge investment of time, 
money and skilled manpower necessary, 
. Nothing short ot an enforced prohibi- 
tion of bomb manufacture could provide 
full assurance; but a test ban might be 
the decisive deterrent in cases such as 
France, and perhaps Sweden, where gov- 
ernmental leaders are divided. 


The U.S.S.R. has long professed to 
favor a limitation or prohibition of 
nuciear testing. Sometimes (as on 
‘March 27, 1956) the Kremlin has sug- 
gested banning merely H-bomb blasts 
while permitting lesser explosions to 
continue; at other times (as on July 16, 
1956, and in earlier comprehensive dis- 
armament plans) it was the testing of 
all nuclear weapons that the Russians 
said they wanted to halt. 

Both .at London last spring and in 
New York this July Andrei Gromyko 
said, almost in so many words, that it 
was in the national interest of the 
Soviet Union to continue its tests and 
that he was proposing to halt them only 
because of pressure of world opinion. 


Bomb Fallout in India 


With some Soviet explosions taking 
place just north of the Indian subconti- 
nent, in Soviet Central Asia, the Krem- 
lin might well wish to make it appear 


‘ that the West was responsible for their 


continuance. Otherwise fallout, which

There is now, however, considerable 
evidence that this stage has been 
reached, that we have done virtually all 
of the testing we need to do until the 
time comes to try out intercontinental 
missiles with live warheads. That was 
the implication, for example, of a state- 
ment by Admiral Lewis L. Strauss, 
chairman of the AEC, on completion of 
the latest test series on July 19. 

If so, and if—as seems entirely pos- 
sible—the Soviet Union has not yet 
reached this stage, there would be a 
further impelling reason to halt wea- 


,pons testing, or at least to curb it 


drastically. 


Under-Water Explosions 


The effect of a test ban Is to slow 
down the progress of weapons tech- 
nology—that is, the development of new 
weapons. The race would continue in 
the laboratories, but both sides would 
have to run it, as it were, with potato 
bags around their legs. The side with 
a lead at the time tests were halted 
could expect to hold that head longer 
than it would in a wholly free race: at 
least, it would hold its lead unless 
espionage leakages were too great in the 
enemy's direction. 

There would also, of course, be a ne- 
cessity to guard against secret testing. 
This may not be a simple task. Present 
monitoring equipment can detect the 
evidence of major explosions, but it is 
not certain that smaller kiloton explo- 
sions (that is, explosions below the 
H-bomb range) could not be hidden. 

Jules Moch of France has said he be- 
lieves they might be hidden, for exam- 
ple by holding them under water. And 
one of the Soviet proving grounds is the 
Barents sea, north of Siberia in the 
Arctic Ocean. 

Obviously if the United States were 
to propose a curb on tests, it would 
have to insfst on a control organ, and 
would want that organ to station men 
and equipment anywhere it felt neces- 
sary, including the Barents sea and 
Soviet Central Asia. 

Significantly, the Russians have tried 
to minimize the necessity of control, 
contending that present monitoring 
equipment would be sufficient. “There 
is no need for a special control body or 
organ,” said Mr. Gromyko last July. 


Missiles Pose a Problem 


Several times this summer a propos- 
al to limit the size and number of nu- 
clear tests has gone up through the 
governmental machinery in Washington 
and has seemed on the verge of final 
approval, only to be withheld at the 
last moment. 

One difficulty has been that the Brit- 
ish wish to set off at least one H-bomb 
‘later this year or early next and hence 
are resisting a limitation on the size 
of explosions, although London is pre- 
pared to limit their number and rate. 

Another problem is that there are 
still men in the Pentagon who are not 
ready to see weapons technology driven 
wholly into the laboratory.

ZEST. FOR LIFE, by Emile Zole, (Indiana Uni- 
versity Press, 294 pgs., $3.75.) - 

One of the consistently unréad. of 
distinguished singteenth oun ~ ae 
ists, Zola has in recent years fallen into 
disrepute. This is an odd phenomenon, 
for his numerous interpretations of the 
social scene in terms of materialism 
have much in common with the aims 
of many modern ;novelists. Further- 
more, Zola invariably develops an in 
teresting\ narrative line and, by and 
large, his evocation of background, and 
his treatment of character, are master- 
ly. But, save for Nana (in its garish 
drug-store jacket) he remains today 
relatively unread. 

“Zest for Life,” unhappily, is not 
among Zola’s great works. Its narrative 
is too concentrated, the events happen 
too quickly for intelligent assimilation, 
and Zola’s gifts for tone and setting 
remain here undisplayed.

POPE NNOLENT 
PDLARED BLESSED 


Humble Prelate Who Defied 
France's Louis XIV Is 
Beatified. 


VATICAN CITY, Oct. 8 (AP) 
~—Pope Innocent XI, a humble 
prelate who dared oppose the 
mightiest ruler of Europe, has 
been beatified 267 years after 
his death. 

Pope Pius XII proclaimed his 
predecessor “blessed” and en- 
titled to public religious honor 


in a glittering ceremony yester- 
day in St. Peter's Basilica. 


second degree of sanctity and 
usually is a step toward canon- 
ization, the process of enroll- 
ment among the saints. 

Pius XII called Innocent XI 
“reformer of the church, de- 
fender of its rights and protec- 
tor of Christianity.” His words 
were carried to the basilica and 
to the world by Vatican radio. 

As thousands of electric 
lights flashed, golden drapes 
were drawn from a crystal cof- 
fin holding the pontifically 

remarks of Innocent XI. 
The bedy will be placed perma- 
nently at the altar of St. Se- 
bastian in the Basilica. 

Born Benedetto Odescalchi at 
Como, Italy, on May 16, 1611, 
Innocent XI was known for his 
humility and the severity of his 
way of life. The process for his 
beatification began 25 years 
after his death on Aug. 12, 
1689. It was slowed up by the 
antagonism caused by his fight 
‘with King Louis XIV of France, 
mightiest ruler of the time. 

The struggle was based pri- 
marily on royal prerogatives 
that Roman Catholic rulers then 
enjoyed. Louis had extended to 
the whole of his kingdom priv- 
ileges that the church had 
granted to certain dioceses: 

Innocent viewed this as a 
threat to ecclesiastical liberty. 
Pope Pius said Innocent fought 
“a heavy struggle, prolonged, 
and conducted with unequal 
arms.” 


Pope Pius also cited Inno- 
cent’s reform of the city of 
Rome and the papal states and 
his intervention against the 
drive of the Ottoman. Empire 
into Europe. Innocent worked 
mightily. to ally Austria and 
Poland against the Turkish 
threat. An overwhelming de- 
feat of the Turkish armies be- 
sieging Vienna occurred on 
Sept. 12, 1683.

KANSAS CITY, Oct. 8 (AP)— 
Last year Johnny Podres, 


with a mediocre nine won, 
and tén lost record, stepped 
out of the fringes of the pic- 
ture and pitched the Brooklyn 
Dodgers to their first world 
championship. Started more 
or less in desperation by. Man- 
ager Walter Alston, Podres 
won the third game after the 
Yankees had won the first 
two. Then with the teams tied 
at three and three; Podres 
hurled a 2-0 shutout in the 
seventh and title game. 

The Cardinals have had their 
surprises, too, in World Ser- 
ies competition. Back in 1942 
Ernie White was an ugly 
duckling as Billy Southworth 
planned his world series strat- 
egy. With a sore-arm history, 
White didn’t expect to get a 
ehance in the series. But 
Southworth started him in the 

third game, with the Cardinals 
and Yankees tied at one vic- 
tory each, and White pitched 
a 2-0 shutout. 
‘ Well, another pitcher re- 
cently not too highly regard- 
ed, has entered the picture in 
the 1956 world series and he 
easily could emerge as the 
big pitching hero. 

Thomas Virgil Sturdivant 
II, of Gordon, Kansas, was 
on the verge «f being sent 
back to a Yankee farm team 
as cut-down time approached 
last May. He had been used 
sparingly and was far down 
the list, as Casey Stengel 
charted his pitching~ staff. 
But the pitchers Casey had 
been depending on to help 
Whitey Ford weren’t deliver- 
ing, and the manager can- 
celed the order to send 
Sturdivant to Denver. 

Even though Sturdivant 
and Johnny Kucks really won 
the pennant for the Yankees, 
Sturdivant didn’t rank very 
high when Casey was pick- 
ing his pitchers for the World 
Series. But when Ford failed 
in the first game and every- 
body looked like bums with 
a lower case “b” in the sec- 
ond, Stengel bowed to neces- 
sity and started Sturdivant at 
the Yankee Stadium in the 
fourth game of the series. 

And as of now, Thomas 
Virgil Sturdivant II has the 
honor of having pitched the 
best game of the series thus 
far. And if the series goes 
to seven games, as well it 
may, Sturdivant may be the 
key man, the Horatius at the 
bridge for Casey and his 
Yankees. 


Mixed His Pitches, 
Kept the Ball Low. 


HOMAS VIRGIL II 
T turned in a masterful job 

in his first world series 
start. Mixing a fast ball that 
he kept always low, with a 
fastball-curve that dipped and 
darted, and an occasional 
knuckler, Sturdivant silenced 
the big Brooklyn guns. Duke 
Snider did get a double on a 
wild swing and Jackie Rob- 
inson shot a double to left 
field in the ninth inning. But 
there were only six Brooklyn 
hits in all, and Sturdivant 
had as many strikeouts. 

It was a courageous game 
that Sturdivant pitched, too, 
a game in. which the first 
Brooklyn batter reached base 
in seven of the nine innings, 
and yet the Dodgers could 
score only, two runs, one of 
them more or less a gift of 
fate, when Enos Slaughter 
lost a fly ball in the difficult 
haze of the Stadium on a fall 
afternoon. 

They are second guessing 
Casey Stengel now for not 
starting Sturdivant earlier. 
The way he pitched in the 
fourth game of the series the 
narrow confines of Ebbets 
Field would have been no 
hazard for the young right- 
hander. But as they criticized 
Casey, they also must give 
him credit for knowing a 
pitcher when he sees one. 

Each year the Yankees 
summon their tep minor 
league prospects to a spring 
camp at St. Petersburg and 
Professor Stengel himself is 
dean of the school and looks 
over the players. Sturdivant, 
after less than four years in 
the minors, was at St. Pete in 
the spring of 1955. And while 
nobody else noticed Sturdi- 
vant, Casey, when the camp 
was about to break, said he’d 
like to keep that guy and the 
other guy. Those guys were 
Thomas Virgil Sturdivant II 
and Johnny Kucks. 

And now listen to a voice 
from Cleveland. 

“We thought we could win 
the pennant this year,” the 
voice said, “We figured Steng- 
el didn’t have an adequate 
étaff and we figured Gil Mc- 
Dougald couldn’t move to 
shortstop and be adequate. 
And how wrong we were. Do 
you know what made the dif- 
ference? We didn’t know 
about. Sturdivant and Kucks. 
Well, the Yankees bea* us 12 
times and Sturdivant and 
Kucks won seven of those 12 
games.

IS THE CONSENSUS 
OF 100 LEADERS

NEW YORK, Oct. 8—The last 
three months of 1956 will bring 
America and most of the free 


world the highest prosperity in 
istory. The figures may climb 
so high that totals for the year 
will set yet another record. This 
is the consensus of the 100 fore- 
most corporation presidents and 
chairmen polled in an 
opinion survey. 

Rarely has this group of se- 
lect business leaders been more 
optimistic. 

They believe that: Sales will 
be higher, inventories will swell, 
employment will increase, prof- 
its will improve, prices will be 
raised. 

The results of the poll indi- 
cate—as do the official figures 
—that inflation, not depression 
or deflation, will be the major 
problem in the months to come. 

Because of the prominence of 
the men polled in this survey 
and because of their influential 
positions, their opinions -are 
treated confidentially and their 
predictions are tabulated in per- 


centages to protect anonymity. 

An overwhelming majority 
were optimistic as they viewed 
the months ahead. Only small 
percentages believed that sales 
and employment would be 
lower.

Installing Chair Rails. 


CHAIR is a great inven- 
A tion. Before there were 

chairs people had to sit on 
the ground and we wonder how 
they ever did it because even 
when we were a Boy Scout we 
could never seem to get quite 
comfortable sitting without a 
chair, Anyway, today we have 
chairs and they are fine things 
except for what the backs of 
chairs do to walls and what the 
legs of some chairs do to floors 
and floor coverings. 

Set a chair hard up against 
a wall and pretty soon you'll 
find that the back of the chair 
has damaged or soiled the pa- 
per or paint on the wall. If 
you treat a chair as most kids 
do it won't be long before the 
paper or paint on that part of 
the wall is worn right through. 

Maybe you can teach all the 
members of the family not to 
tilt back when sitting against 
the wall and maybe you can 
teach them not to push the 
chairs up against the wall but 
it's often easier just to install 
a chair rail. 

A chair rail is a thin strip of 
wood molding that is fastened 
to the wall just at the height 
where the back of the chair will 
strike the wall. This varies 
with chairs but it’s 32 inches or 

so from the floor. 

Chair rails come in several 
designs and can be nailed right 
over the existing paper or paint. 
If you do this it’s best to paint 
the rail before you install it so 
there won’t be any chance of 
slopping fresh paint on the 
wallpaper or paint. The chair 
rail is nailed through the plas- 
ter into the wall studding and 
you can use eight-penny finish- 
ing nails for this job. Set the 
heads under the wood surface 
and then fill the hole over them 
with a little putty tinted to the 
same color as the chair rail.

AD inaugurated his 1948 

D campaign in Michigan on 
Sept. 6, Labor day. It was a 

foregone conclusion that I 
would be going campaigning 
with him. He didn’t ask me or 
tell me—it was just an accepted 
fact. Like the Three Musketeers, 
the Trumans had always been 
one for all and all for one. We 
didn’t have to talk about it. 

I knew that this*race trans- 
cended political or personal 
aspirations and Was concerned 
with principles and policies and 
responsibilities to the public 
about wlLich my father had pas- 
sionate convictions. Perhaps any 
man who becomes President of 
the United States is so imbued 
and so moved that he lives be- 
yond self. My father had always 
been responsible, honest, earnest 
and willing to knock himself 
out, but now he was on fire with 
what he believed, and driven to 
tell the people what he thought, 
in person as far as possible. 

It was as if he had to talk to 
the whole population, one at a 
time. When anybody said any- 
thing to him in the middle of a 
speech and he heard it, he took 
time to answer back. He didn’t 
address voters; he talked to peo- 
ple, as one of them—which he 
was. I don’t think he thought 
much about winning or losing. 
He just had to tell everybody 
what he had learned and what 
he thought we ought to do. 

I gave up any thought of a 
concert tour and shelved every- 
thing. I knew my father liked 
to have me around, but it wasn’t 
until we got to Detroit that I 
realized he considered me as an 
integral part of his program. 
He didn’t tell me. He intro- 
duced me to the audience as 
his best campaigner and ‘a real 
asset to him. 

As you can imagine, this was 
a heady thing for me. I sup- 
pose he based this on the fact 
that people had occasionally 
asked for me on our first 
whistle-stop trip. 

As official hostess for my 
father on the special train, I 
checked the menus and shuffled 
guest lists for breakfast, lunch- 
eon and dinner when there was 
time to sit down to a meal. We 
made so many stops every day 
that sometimes we had to 
snatch sandwiches between ap- 
pearances. 

The President’s car, the Fer- 
dinand Magellan, was a regula- 
tion Pullman that had been 
made over into a lounge, four 
bedrooms and one bath, dining 
room and galley. It was neat, 
not gaudy. The National Asso- 
ciation of Railroads had con- 
verted the car and sold it to 
the Government for one dollar, 
for the use of the President, 
during Mr. Roosevelt’s admin- 
istration. It was covered with 
armor plate, had _ three-inch 
bulletproof glass in the win- 
dows, and weighed 265,000 
pounds. 

Our special train had 17 cars. 
The press car was fitted up 
somewhat like a city room. The 
most interesting car, I think, 
was the communications car, 
which was operated the 
Army Signal Corps. THis car 
had a radio teletype which 
made it possible for Dad to 
keep in constant touch with 
Washington throughout’ the 
tour. News was received in 
code, decoded -and telephoned 
back to the Ferdinand Magel- 
lan. Messages’ could also, be 
sent from the communications 
car. 

A pilot train—a locomotive 
and a couple of cars—preceded 
our train as a security measure, 
so we wouldn’t be blown up or 
wrecked. 

Everybody on the train paid 
regular railroad fare plus Pull- 
man fare, as they would have 
on any other train. Everybody 
had to have a ticket. The rail- 
roads may have lost money, be- 
cause of the special nature of 
the train’s routing. But there 
was no free-loading. 

We traveled 30,000 miles and 
Dad made 351 speeches. No-

body knows how many million 
people we had been in contact 
with, We had had a lot of fun, 
and so, we thought, had the 
people. They seemed to have 
taken an interest in\us as hu- 
man beings and we had recipro- 
cated. 

Still the polls and the press 
and even the gamblers didn't 
give Dad a chance. Fifty lead- 
ing political writers predicted 
that Dewey would be victorious. 
A St. Louis betting commission- 
er was reported to have said 
that Dewey was a 15-to-1 favor- 
ite. The Gallup Poll and Elmo 
Roper both predicted defeat for 
Truman. 

When Dad announced in the 
Biltmore Hotel near the end of 
the campaign that he would 
sweep the country, the report- 
ers all laughed as if it were a 
big joke. Well, later they had 
to laugh out of the other side 
of their mouths. When he made 
the final speech of the tour in 
St. Louis, Dad said, “We have 
told the people the truth, and 
the people are with us. The 
tide is rolling. All over the 
country I have seen it in the 
people's faces. The people are 
going to win this election!”

E pulled into Independence 
Wa Nov. 1. That night we 

went to a dinner given for 
Dad by the Shrine in Kansas 
City and Dad broadcast his last 
speech from the house. It is 
impossible to describe one’s 
emotions at such a time. Every 
obvious card seemed stacked 
against us and everywhere you 
heard about the Dewey land- 
slide, but when the first re- 
turns began to come in they 
revealed an early trend toward 
my father. 

It seemed to me that com- 
mentators were all Republicans 
that night. They kept urging 
the people to wait for the de- 
ferred Dewey landslide. As the 
night wore on and Dad's lead 
became more marked, they be- 
gan to try to explain the land- 
slide that seemed to be coming 
from the opposite direction. 


“There were some pretty funny 


explanations. 

The final figures showed that 
Dad had polled 24,104,836 votes 
to Dewey's 21,969,500, carried 
28 states and the 13 largest 
cities of the country. The Dem- 
ocrats had a majority in both 
houses. Who could ask for any- 
thing more? 

At long last in 1951 I was 
making, tentative plans to go to 
Europe’ I had wanted to go 
since I could remember. I had 
earned enough money through 
concert appearances to pay my 
way, and I proposed to go to 
Europe like any other girl on a 
holiday. Annette Wright and 
Reathel Odum wanted to go, 
and we made up a congenial 
threesome. 

It soon became apparent that 
I couldn't go exactly like any 
other girl.

Reathel and Annette and I 
had planned to stay in hotels 
and be tourists but the Chief of 
Protocol recommended that we 
stay at embassies and legations 
for security reasons and because 
such residence would be less 
harrying and more convenient 
te the representatives of our 
Government in foreign places. 

I wanted to go to Europe to 
look and learn and I hoped for 
as much freedom of action as 
possible, but it became obvious 
that, for better or worse, the 
trip (which was essentially a 
private one) would be looked 
on as an instrument of interna- 
tional good will. I had an op- 
portunity to be useful. While 
I may have had some brief pang 
at the loss of opportunity to 
be footloose and fancy-free, I 
welcomed any opportunity to be | 
useful, and of course, I appre- 
ciated the opportunities which 
would accrue to a semiofficial 
position. 

There were a few snide ref- 
erences to this trip in the pub-- 
lic prints which insinuated that 
my entourage and I were trav- 
eling at Government expense | 
and playing the red carpet to 
a fare-t)ee-well. I would like 
to correct this. I earned my 
trip to Europe with one-night 
stands. 

For the next six weeks I 
lived in a fairy tale. It was a 
fairy tale then and it is a fairy 
tale now. I wished every day 
to be every girl in the world 
so that all I saw and did and 
experienced could happen to 
every romantic creature alive.

and now dummy’s queen would 
be the game-going card.

mine head near Beckley, W. Va., 
where the mine was working 
full time. 


We saw the men coming off 
the 3:30 p.m. shift and the 
others preparing to go in at 
4 p.m. There is no doubt that 
conditions for the miners are 
greatly improved. This is due 
to their organization, which has 

ven them higher wages and 

tter working conditions. . 


I asked about the safety de- 
vices in mines and was told 
that there were still a great 
many accidents, sometimes due 
to human failure and some- 
times to lack of mechanical 
safeguards. The production of 
coal is high at present, but 
fewer men are at work be- 
cause of the increased use of 
labor-saving .-machines. . This 
brings a need for new indus- 
tries throughout the state, for 
there has been high unemploy- 
ment,
